Nazis Reel Back on 
500-Mile Front as

LONDON, March 9 (UP)— Triumphant Soviet troops ripped up the south- 
ern anchor of the German winter line today in their third major brcak- 
throujjh since the beginning of March, sweeping the nazi armies westward 
along a loopinjr 500-mile front. 

While twin Russian offensives in the Proskiirov and Zvenigoi-odlta sectors 
threatened to smieeKe Marshal Fritz Erich von Mannsteiii's battered forces back 
into Runiiinia, boviet Premier Josef Stalin revealed that a third Soviet drive 
had explwltd across the Inguleta i-ivev in the soutli, heading slriiighl toward the 
Black sea ])orts of Nikolayev and Ocliukov. ' 

In four diiys of savage fighting, Stalin niinouticeti in an onler of iho dny, Gen. Rodion Y. 
Maliiiov.sky's third Ukrainian army routed nfiiu German divinion.i and forced a crossing of the 

ingiilela on a 105-miie front.

One ol IhL-av .sliilumiiiUs w:is made In the 
EiiBllsh house of common.s by Benjamin Dls- 
lacll whose career as statesman, chancellor 
or the cxchccjuer, premier and Earl ol Ben- 
constlcld marKs one ot the most striking ro- 
mances of the 19th centiirj'. Born ot tin alien 
nnd despised race, and a\ the outset ot his 
career rcearded as a mere man ol fashion, 
he raised himself by his own talents to the 
head of the aristocratic parly In English 
politics. 

Tiie other observation was that of Pierre 
Joseph Proudhoii, French philosophical an- 
orchlsl, printer, author, political economist 
and banker who maintained that property 
was unjustifiable, that labor only should 
give Just claim to share In the product ot 
labor, that rent and Interest .should not exist, 
and that the proper basis ot society was a 
voluntary contract between Individuals. 
Said Disraeli on March 31, 1850: 
"If you establish a democracy, you must 
In due time reap the Irults of a democracy. 
You will m due aea.son have great Impatience 
ot the p ubli c burdens, combined in due aea- 
fion with grentlnereitiGS Df^he public expen- 
diture. You will In due season have wars en- 
tered Into from passion and not from reason; 
and you will In due season submit to peace 
Ignomlniously. soiiBht and Ignfimlnlously ob- 
tained, which win diminish your authority 
and perhaps flndanRer your Independence. 
You will in due season find your properly Is 
less valualile, and your freedom loss com- 
plete," 

Said Pierre Jo.seph Proudhon In 1849: 
"To be governed Is to be watched. Inspect- 
ed, spied upon, directed, law-ridden, regulat- 
ed, penned up, Indoctrinated, preached at, 
checked, appraised, seized, censured, com- 
manded by bclng.s who have neither title, 
nor knowledge, nor virtue. To be governed is 
to have every operation, every transaction, 
every movement noted, registered, counted, 
rated, stamped, measured, numbered, as- 
Gcsscd, licensed, refu.sed, authorized. Indors- 
ed, admonished, prevented, reformed, re- 
dressed, corrected." 

The writer, engro.ssed temporarily for some 
atrango reason in what these old-timers were 
thinking about nearly 100 years ago,' caught 
himself, slipped the archives back Into the 
shelves, and started thinking about more 
bcautUul and carefree things like Magic Val- 
ley and malrzy doats.
